CONDUCT    ROLL 


All  offences  against  orders  or  regulations  are 
tecorded.  These  oftences  are  divided  into  seven 
grades,  each  of  which  grades  comprises  offences  of 
nearly  the  same  degree  of  criminality. 

The  degree  of  criminality  of  offences  of  each 
grade  is  expressed  by  a  number,  as  follows  :

For  each  year,  after  the  first  year,  that  a  Cadet 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Institute,  his  offences  are 
made  to  count  more,  by  adding  to  the  number  ex- 
pressing the  degree  of  criminality  of  each  offence, 
one  sixth  for  the  second  year,  and  one-third  for  the 
third  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  Academic  year,  these  num- 
bers are  added  up,  and  the  sum  then  obtained  is 
that  found  in  the  column  of  "Demerit." 

When  a  Cadet  has  more  than  200  demerit  in 
any  one  year,  he  is  dismissed.
